AN INSXItJTION WHICH FLOUR- 
ISHED JT IRELAND 100 HTJN- 
DED YEARS AOO.

TIippo vjtc- curious customs in [Po- 
land n, huli'i'il years ago, especial- 
ly in Iho^'noil City of Dublin, thr- 
atreeta of liicli in old times have in 
tlieniKplvefiiniisliPil material for many 
a quaintunl amusing article. The 
state of tl h'st. ihorouglifarea was la- 
mon table. There were no areas to 
houses, ai tho waterspouts, instead 
of Keing (fried down to t ho ground, 
so as io fee the rain lo run oil' in a 
confined ream, projoctPil out either 
from theiof or half way down the 
siile of thhoiiKr 1 , so as to pour in tor- 
rents aft every shower over a large 
space uelf. Sewers there were few 
or none, e refuse being thrown into 
the strcetand as late as the year 1811 
there wanot a covered sewer in the 
most poptr part of the city. When the 
great sew in Capel street was commenc- 
ed, ill 18( the sower, :tt the desire of 
the resides, was covered over and nev- 
er linislie because it was so wide and 
deep in pportion to the breadth of the 
street, thi the people were afraid that 
tho fountains of their houses would 
give way il fall into this huge sewer. 
Pits, call cess-pools, dug before the 
doors of tellings, wore i;e no rally used 
to throwrty water in. The streets were 
so narrov.nd prustilencc -breeding that 
it was cLrmined to widen thorn, and 
a law to it effect was passed in 1757, 
but aftere people had sold their hoits- 
08 to theiVide Street Commissioners," 
they reful to give possession, alleging 
that thejid yet six months to remain. 
A host mborers were appointed by the 
Oommisnors, and in the early dawn, 
with theaddcrs and tools, they pro- 
ceeded ttrip off the roofs of the hous- 
es, leavitheni open to the sky. The 
terrifiedeople bolted from their beds 
into thstrects, under the impression 
I hat thdy was attacked by invaders, it 
being cinie of war. On learning the 
facta,' tCommissioners were allowed to 
proeeedith their work unmolested. 
Duellhvas at its height, nll^controver- 
Mies beisettled rather by force of anus 
than th:>f law — there were even "duel- 
ling clu" but, stranger even than these, 
was the 

"abduction ILUll," 
An aaiation which was formed in the 
south ofeland, the members of which 
bound tiselves by an oath to assist 
oach otl in carrying oil' young girls. 
When al was thought worthy of being 
carried die members drew lots or toss- 
ed up fcer. The members of the Club 
were my the younger sons or connoe- 
. tions of pcctable families, having Ut- 
ile or nor! unes, and greatly desiring 
them. 

They e called "Squireens," and at- 
tired in waistcuast, lined with narrow 
laco or I tight breeches and lop boots. 
They dnguished themselves in fairs 
and mats, races and assizes. Their 
agreeabnanners made young men of 
this claiopular with the peasantry, who 
wore als ready and delighted to assist 
them heir portions enterprises. The 
forcible! uctioli of woman was certain- 
ly an otge, but an outrage so agreeable 
lo the EI of the time, and so congenial 
to the tnt and romantic character of 
the pei, that it. was considered an 
nchievcit creditable to the man, and a 
mattofxultatioii to the woman. From 
the time King of beinster abducted 
Peroocintl royalty set the example, it 
was a (tan t practice. Obdurate par- 
ents, v interposed their authority to 
prevent! course of true love running 
smoot feund themselves minus their 
Jaugl some dark night, thanks to the 
vigib and promptitude of the Abduc- 
tion >: for not only heiresses were tin? 
cthjeof its attention, but all couples 
who ted to marry and were hindered 
by sihing or somebody. It was gen- 
erallie wildest and most, uevil-may- 
ea.ro w who undertook to head the 
entwe, and such a man was .always 
foun have most attraction forayoung 
and atic girl. As early as 1 ('.:!■! a sta- 
tute passed for punishing such as 
"cai away inaydens that be iuheri- 
toutf'itt this proving inetl'ectual, in 
170'cildc abduction was made

Shun galloped oil' with her lover, 
stogat the nearest church 10 be mar- 
rieo'early always the girl would man- 
age,et word to her sweetheart as to 
loot convenient: time and place for 
for abducting her; frequently, when 
a )» lady was carried off really against

binmari, so that prosecutions boroa 
venall proportion to the number of 
ofli. A memorable ense occurred in 
fhroworth family — a name Maria 



Edgeworth has made of literary celebri- 
ty. Captain Edgoworth, a widower with 
one son, married a widow with one daugh- 
ter. They formed an attachment for 
each other and entreated their respective 
parents to give their consent, which both 
refused. Tho young girl was an heiress, 
and the penalty for abducting her was 
death; so the spirited lass procured tho 
fleetest steed she could find, seized the 
young fellow, dragged him up behind her 
on tho horse, and galloped otl' with him to 
the priest. The abducted youth made 
such a show of resistance, by kicks and 
cries, that there were plenty to testify to 
the fact of his forcible abduction. 

Catherine and Anne Kennedy were the 
daughters of a widow living in the County 
of Waterford. Catherine was fifteen and 
Anno fourteen years old.. Both were lie- 
witcbingly lovely and accomplished girls, 
and each had been left a fortune of §2,000 
—a large sum at that time in Ireland, and 
gossip greatly exaggerated it. Garret 
Ryrnc was a handsome, dashing, careless, 
good-tempered young fellow, and a great 
FAVORITU OK TIIK FAIR SKX. 
James Strange was also a young man 
of tine personal appearance, rollicking, 
jovial, hut dissipated and irritable, 
'these t wo friends had often met the Ken- 
nedy girls, and they bad fallen in love - ; 
Strange with Anne and liyruo with Oath- 1 
erine. The girls returned the love so en- j 
tirely that they invited them to abduct 
them as there was no hope that the Ken- I 
ncdy family would consent to their marry- j 
ingpenniless men like Strange and I'.yrne. 
ft was arranged that the abduction should j 
take place one night— -the J4 tb of April, 
1779— at a small town in the County of 
Kilkenny, where the girls bad gone to the 
theatre. After the theatre was out, 
I'.yrne and Strange, with their friends, 
made an attack upon the house in which 
the Kennedys had gone for the night. 
Down into the streets the girls wore tak- 
en, where a hundred or more "White- 
hoys" were assembled so called from 
their wearing a white gown or while do- 
mino over their clothes. Two horses were 
saddled— Catherine was placed before 
Byrne on one, and Anne on the other, 
before Strange. They rode all night. In 
the morning a halt was made and a priest 
summoned, but Anne had now chang 
her mind, and 

KEPChED TO MAItHV KTRANCH, 
Declaring that he had abducted her 
against her will. This so infuriated 
Strange that he struck her in the face 
with a pewter mug which he had just 
drained. It was some live weeks before 
she forgave and married him, Catherine 
having already become Byrne's wife. The 
girls were then restored to their friends, 
and the strangest part of tho matter oc- 
curred. Anne bad really never forgiven 
Strange for bis brutal blow, and her re- 
sentment of the indignity caused her to 
overcome the reluctance of her elder sis- 
ter to prosecute the abductors. Cather- 
ine was warmly attached to Byrne, nov- 
ertheless, Anne, with a v indict iveness 
unusual in one so young — only l-l — dc- j 
termined to punish her husband, and the I 
men wore brought to trial. Letters were i 
produced in evidence' from both the Ken- | 
ncdys, containing the most tender ex- 
pressions of affection, and inviting their 
respective sweethearts to carry them oil'; | 
nevertheless, Byrne and Strange were 
found guilty and condemned to death. | 
It was supposed the sentence would never 
be executed. Their rank in society, their 1 
actual marriage with the girls, the com- j 
monness of such abductions, seemed to I 
divest the act of criminality, and created j 
a strong feeling in their favor, but the 
Judges were relentless. On the day of 
execution, so strong was the excitement j 
among the peasantry that a rescue was 
feared, and a large force of horseand foot I 
surrounded the scaffold, and such was the j 
deep sympathy for the unfortunate men 
thus cut otl' in the flower of manhood that | 
all business was suspended in Kilkenny 
and the neighboring towns. After the 
execution, whenever the Kennedy girls 
appeared on the streets in the surround- 
ing cities, they were assailed by the hiss 
ing and hooting of a nud) who followed 
them with execrations. To make the de- 
testation stronger against them, they had 
accepted pensions from Government for 
the conviction of felons. This was look- 
ed upon as 

BI.OOI) MONEY, 
They both obtained husbands, howev- 
er. Catherine married one Sullivan, a 
man who shared the feelings of the popu- 
lace. Lie married her for money, but ev- 
er after was haunted, as he declared, by 
the ghost of Byrne, and made her lite a 
torture by his abhorrence of her, and his 
superstitious terrors, which amounted to 
madness. Anne married a gentleman 
named Kelly, who, like Sullivan, was a 
fortune-hunter. J 1 led bora fearful ex- 
istence, ran through all her money, and 
she died in want and degradation. There 
was none to pity her, for all execrated 
her while living and abhorred her memo- 
ry when dead. The fact of a man hazard- 
ing his life to carry her off was thought 
a noble and heroic deed, her prosecution 
abase return, and her misfortune the just 
vengeance of heaven upon her. In an- 
other part of Ireland a. melancholy at- 
tempted abduction case occurred. A grand 
mansion on the Derby side of b'oyle was 
the property of a wealthy gentleman named 
Knox, the father of a beautiful girl. 
Joint McNaghton was a young widower 
in the employ of the then Irish Govern- 
ment. In the course of his duties he 
contracted a friendship with the Knox 
family anda violent passion for .Miss Knox, 
which was fully returned by her. The 
father would not hear of their union, and 
McNaghton persuaded the girl to go 
through a secret and informal ceremony 
of marriage with him. Ho thereupon 
openly claimed her as Ins wife, which the 
father denying, tenable hostilities arose 
between them. Knox determined toset- 
tle the affair by removing his daughter 
to London, and set out with her in a 
travelling coach. McNaghton and a par- 
ty of his friends conccalde themselves in 
a cabin on the road which the carriage 
would pass, having had the position in 
which the occupantsat described to him. 
They were Knox, his wife, daughter and 
maid. The carriage neaped the cabin, 
the blinds of tho coach being drawn down 
so that those inside could not be recog- 
nized. McNaghton set ' upon (he coach 
in order to rescue his wife. Knox ' fired 
out of the window, I wo balls entering Mc- 
Naghton'a body. He discharged his pis- 



tol at random and fell. A shriek eman- 
ated from tho interior of the coach, and' 

Miss KNOX WAS POUND DEAD. 
She had thrown her arms around her 
father's neck to protect him. No less 
than five balls had entered her body, 
leaving the three other persons unhurt. 
Some of bis men carried McNaghton to a 
place of concealment, and attended to bis 
wounds; but a large reward being offered 
for his apprehension, he was sunn cap- 
tured. A few oi bis followers turned 
king's evidence. McNaghton was tried, 
his wounds being so bad that he was 
wrapped in blankets and laid on a table in 
the dock. He was found guilty of nuu'r 
der and sentenced to death. On the day 
of his execution be was so far gone as to 
hav to be supported, Me was dressed 
in deep mourning for the unfortunate girl 
whom he mourned so deeply. Miss Knox, 
whom to the last he claimed as his wife, 
was hut fifteen years of age, gentle, ac- 
complished, greatly attached to the un- 
happy man, devotedly fond of her father, 
and with the strongest sense of rectitude 
and propriety. McNaghton is described 
as having I ■ecu a man of daring enterprise 
and profuse generosity. lie was a mod- 
el of manly beauty, with most engaging 
manners and liberal and humane disposi- 
tion. Abduction was then, as has boon 
shown, so common a mode of courtship 
in the north as well as in the south of Ire- 
land that, a gentleman was considered on- 
ly a man of spirit if he effected his mar- 
riage in that manner. Any fatal accident 
resulting to resisting friends was looked 
upon as a venial oll'euce, and the natural 
consequence of their unreasonable obsti- 
nacy. 

'fhe violent death of Miss Knox, and the 
execution of her ill fated husband took 
place on 1 he road between Strabluia and 
Derby, and as the tale of their romantic 
love and tragic death is handed down from 
generation to generation of the peasantry, 
I he spot is still pointed out, to travellers 
who wander in Ihe fair land of Ireland.

A | 
grocer can sue for his bills so can any busi- 
noss people, and is not the Saloon keeper's 
business as legitimate as theirs? If not, 
why does the province uphold it. Why 
grant a licence at all for the sale of liqu- 
ors if wo aro not able to protect the party 
who sells them? 

Saloon keepers as a rule do not go into 
the public streets and solicit customers. 
Neither do they advertise in big style in 
the public press; can other branches of 
business say the same? Can the grocer or 
bakor, or clothier say as much. If people 
do not want their liquors they do not 
press it on their notice by glaring adver- 
tisements. ,
